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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed claim amendments introduce new method steps which were not previously considered. 
Specifically, claim 1, step (b) and step (d) have not been considered and would require an additional search. Further, the amendments 
to the claims introduce new matter, as no support is found for the proposed amendments. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments with regard to the prior art 
rejection under 35 USC 103 are not persuasive and the rejection is maintained. Specifically, Applicant argues the following: (1) "Johnson 
undertook the making of a composite protein by linking separate protein domains, not a composite ligand as described in the present 
invention". This is not persuasive because Johnson et al. do teach making a composite using the steps of the present invention. There 
is nothing in the claims distinguishing linking domains of a protein at preferred orientation, rather the compound contains a first and 
second ligand in a relative orientation, (2) Applicant argues that no orientational data from dipolar couplings were collected. This is not 
persuasive because Johnson et al. clearly teach dipolar interactions at page 616, column 1. In addition, there is no requirement, except 
for claim 7, that the oreintations be dipolar. (3) The Examiner would like to thank Applicant for addressing Fesik (US 5,989,827) in the 
response. At this time, comments with regard to Fesik will be held in abeyance until such time as an amendment will be entered. 
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
